Plans for Utilizing the Lignites of 
Western Canada 


A plan for the utilization of west- 
ern lignites that is likely to have far- 
reaching results, has been formulat-, 
ed by the Canadian council for scien- 
tific and industrial rescarch. 

The provinces of Manitoba: and 

skatchewan import annually from 
Pee ivanta about 500,000 tons: of 
anthracite for domestic fuel. . There 
are in these provinces, it is estimated, 
about 57,000,000,000 tons of lignites of 

~— poor gradé, ard consequently, dis- 
qualified from serving as domestic 
fuel. It has been demonstrated, 
however, that they can be. carboniz- 
ed and briquetted and that the pro- 
duct thus treated is an equivalent of 
anthracite. : ie 

As a result_of these investigations, 
conducted by the lignite commission, 
the council recommended that the 
government establish a plant . in 
southern Saskatchewan to turn out 
30,000 tons of this fuel yearly, the 
estimated cost of which would. not, 
probably, exceed $7 per ton at the 
plant. The three governments con- 
cerned are about to sign the propos- 
ed agreement, the Dominion govern- 
ment already having voted its share 
of the total cost of the plant. The 
. governments expect to appoint a 
commission to operate the plant at 
an carly date. ;

“From: the material ‘point of view 
such a_proposal is unacceptable, for 
France, without further territory in 
Europe being taken from her, could 
be so crushed as to lose her position 
as a great power, and_become sub- 
ordinate to German policy. . 

“Altogether apart from that, it 
would be a disgrace for us to make 
this bargain with Germany at the 
expense of France, a disgrace from 
which the good name of this country 
would never recover. 

“The chancellor also in effect asks 
us to bargain-away whatever. obliga- 
tion or interest we have as regards 
the neutrality of Belgium. We could 
nat entertain that bargain either.”

20th, 1918.  Sergt: Tipper - came 
from Warley Barracks, Brentwood, 
éng., to Canada in 1902, when he 
was only 10 years old and had: al- 
ways made his home at the Mode- 
land homestead. He was at Irma, 
Alberta, at the outbreak of war but 
came. home and enlisted in the 36th 
Peel Batt. in 1914. He was wounded 
in France in June, 1916, the nature 
of his injnries making him unfit for 
ithe trenches. On his recovery he 
jattended the _Bombing School at 
| Seaford, Sussex, where he was ap- 
pointed Bomb Instructor, which 
position he has held since Dec., 
1916. On July 18th, while - in- 
structing his men with a fuse in his 
hand, he was severely wounded, on- 
ly living two days. His wife and 
sister were with him when he passed 
peacefully away. The news has oc- 
casioned great gloom among. his 
many friends as he was the first to 
enlist.from Mayfield Presbyterian 
Church and is the first to give his 
life.

WILL TEST. GAS. 
FOR GASOLINE 


The examination of nat 1 
from the Viking field, announced 
some weeks ago asa part of the 
geological survey program ‘under 
direction of D B. Dowling, will be- 
gin toward the end of the month, 
and will continue during October. 
Mr. Dowling is now in the south 
country, where he is testing the 
oil and gas in the Black Diamond, 
Okotoks, and Bow Island fields. 
Results thus far have been highly 


satisfactory, and it is believed that ot 


the production of commercial gaso- 
line from Alberta gas will *f en- 
tirely feasible. 

The work already done is only 
experimental in character; but in 
the Black Diamond field the tests 
have shown that a yield of one 
quart of gasoline from every thous- 
arid cubic feet of gas may be con- 
fidently expected. The figures se- 
cured by Mr. Dowling and his party 
in the south will be sent. to Ottawa 
for final tabulation, and similar 
tests will then be made in the 
north.
